ESCOMs for collection of electricity tax from Consumers and its remittance to 
Government-reg.

Preamble: 

1. Sub-Section-2 of Section (4) of the Karnataka Electricity (Taxation on Consumption) Act, 1959 
provides that “a licensee may be granted a rebate of such amount, as may from time to time be 
determined by the State Govenrment regard being had to the cost of collection of the electricity tax 
incurred by such licensee; provided that the amount of rebate shall not exceed two per cent of the 
electricity tax collected by the licensee”. 

2. In Government Order read at (1) above, sanction was accorded for the payment of a rebate of one 
percent for the collection of electricity tax, to the then Mysore State Electricity Board, based on the cost of 
establishment for maintenance of accounts collection of taxes, forwardal of returns, audit charges 
including also the charges for printing of forms, stationery and the postal charges. 

3. The then Mysore State Electricity Board [subsequently renamed as Karnataka Electricity Board 
(KEB)] has represented that in view of increase in the cost of collection, the rebate at 1% is inadequate 
and has requested the Government to enhance the rate of rebate from 1% to 2% from 1-4-1960. After 
examining this, the rate of rebate at 1% has been enhanced to 1.5% with effect from the 1 st April 1964, as 
per G.O. read at (2) above. 

4. As a part of Power Sector Reform process in the State, Karnataka Electricity Board was unbundled 
into KPTCL & VVNL in 1999. Thereafter, Electricity Supply Companies (ESCOMs) were formed on 1-6- 
2002 (& CESCO in 2005). 

5. Considering the simplification of the tax rate and automation in the billing, by these ESCOMs 
(Electricity Distribution Licensees), there is little rational to provide the rebate at 1.5%. Hence, 
Government examined to withdraw the payment of rebate from retrospective effect. 

6. In the meanwhile, Hubli Electricity Supply (HESCOM) vide letter read at (3) above, requested the 
Government to enhance the existing rate of rebate by 10%. Bangalore Electricity Supply Company 
(BESCOM)/ Gulbarga Electricity Supply Company (GESCOM) vide letters read at (4&5) above requested 
the Government not to withdraw the rebate payable to ESCOMs, as the same is required to meet a part of 
the cost of expenses in collecting & remitting the Electricity Tax to Government. 
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7. Pending further review on para-5 above, Government examined the request of ESCOMs and 
decided that the rebate of 1.5% at present being provided to the Electricity Distribution Licensees should 
be limited to 0.5% of the tax collected with prospective effective.

a. The project proponents shall provide employment to at least one member of the family of 
each land looser as the land is being acquired through KIADB. 

b. The project proponents shall adopt rain water harvesting, waste water recycling and water 
conservation techniques. Zero discharge facility should be adopted wherever applicable. 

c. The promoters shall take all statutory and other necessary clearances form the competent 
authorities including GOI and shall submit milestones/progress in implementation of the 
project regularly, which will be monitored by the Department

The Committee: 

(1) Shall meet once in a fortnight to review and co-ordinate the work relating to Census of India 
2011 : 

(2) each officer member shall be allotted a rural charge (taluk) or an urban charge (urban local 
body) for supervising, monitoring and guiding the census authorities in that charge for smooth 
conduct of Census Operations. He/she shall also see that proper training is imparted to 
Supervisors and Enumerators by the Charge Officers and Master Trainers at Hobli/Circle 
level:
